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VARIETIES  OF  NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

PART  EIGHT

THE  EXCEPTIONS 

I have  noticed  that  most  issues  of  the  national  bank  note  era  fall  into 
general  sequences,  but  there  usually  are  some  exceptions.  In  most  cases, 
these  exceptions  can  prove  to  be  fascinating.  In  a previous  chapter,  I 
described  the  four  vignette  varieties  found  on  the  faces  of  $5  Original  Series 
and  Series  of  1875  notes  and  where  you  can  expect  to  find  them  (using  such 
terms  as  usually , most , etc.).  In  this  and  subsequent  chapters,  I will  describe 
known  exceptions  where  the  vignette  variety,  the  Act  date,  or  the  plate  date 
does  not  fall  in  the  usual  charter  number  range  for  that  particular  face  variety. 
These  variations  were  found  while  determining  the  issues  on  which  the  face 
vignette  varieties  and  Act  dates  would  usually  appear. 

EARLY  TITLE  CHANGES 

Prior  to  May  1886,  if  a national  bank  wanted  to  move  or  even  just  change 
its  title,  a special  Congressional  Act  or  Resolution  was  required,  as  there 
were  no  provisions  for  such  actions  in  the  existing  national  banking  laws.  Of 
course,  if  a bank  moved  it  would  need  a new  title  with  at  least  the  new  city  or 
town  name.  In  cases  where  a town  changed  its  name,  any  national  bank  in 
that  town  would  have  to  obtain  Congressional  approval  for  a title  change  to 
reflect  the  new  town  name.  (Huntoon,  United  States  Large  Size  National 
Bank  Notes,  1995) 

Changes  of  this  type  created  an  interesting  small  group  of  national  banks 
that  had  organized  under  the  Act  of  Feb.  25,  1863,  and  issued  $5  notes  after 
an  early  title  change.  This  group  included  six  banks  (all  in  New  York  State) 
that  changed  title  while  issuing  Original  Series  notes  and  two  more  while 
issuing  Series  of  1875  notes.  The  earlier  first-title  $5  plates  for  all  eight 
banks  bore  Variety  2 vignettes  and  the  1863  Act  date.  Actually,  two  distinct 
sub-groups  surfaced.  One  where  the  engravers  made  a new  $5  plate  with  the 
new  title,  and  one  where  they  simply  altered  the  old  plate  to  the  second  title. 
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THE  1863  ACT  BANKS  WITH  EARLY  TITLE  CHANGES 


The  first  two  national  banks  authorized  to  change  title  (by  an  Act  of 
Congress  dated  March  1,  1869)  were  "The  City  National  Bank  of  New 
Orleans,  LA,"  Charter  1591  (an  1864  Act  bank)  and  "The  Second  National 
Bank  of  Plattsburgh,  NY,"  Charter  321  (an  1863  Act  bank).  The  former 
changed  its  title  to  "The  Germania  National  Bank  of  New  Orleans,"  while  the 
latter  changed  to  "The  Vilas  National  Bank  of  Plattsburgh."  For  Charter  321, 
I have  determined  that  a new  plate  with  the  second  title  was  made  because  it 
bears  the  "June  3,  1864"  Act  date  (in  error)  and  the  Variety  4 vignettes. 

The  first  bank  authorized  by  an  Act  of  Congress  (dated  May  5,  1870)  to 
move  and  to  change  title  was  "The  First  National  Bank  of  Delhi,  NY," 
Charter  94.  Shortly  thereafter,  the  bank  moved  about  sixty  miles  south  and 
became  "The  First  National  Bank  of  Port  Jervis,  NY."  Here  again  a new 
plate  was  made  with  the  new  title,  also  with  the  1864  Act  date  (in  error)  and 
Variety  4 vignettes.  In  1871,  "The  Worthington  National  Bank  of 
Cooperstown,  NY,"  Charter  420,  moved  about  twenty  miles  south  and 
became  "The  First  National  Bank  of  Oneonta,  NY."  This  bank  falls  into  the 
same  category  as  Charters  94  and  321,  for  the  same  reasons.

16,  1871.  ' 
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5.  A Series  of  1875  proof  from  Charter  420,  with  the  bank's  second  title 
and  location,  the  1864  Act  date,  and  Variety  4 face  vignettes.  (Photo 
courtesy  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution) 
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On  January  9,  1874,  Congress  passed  an  Act  or  Resolution  allowing  "The 
Second  National  Bank  of  Havana,  NY,"  Charter  343,  to  change  its  title  to 
"The  Havana  National  Bank."  In  this  instance,  1 believe  the  plate  with  the 
first  title  was  altered  to  the  second  title,  as  a note  with  the  second  title  still 
shows  the  1863  Act  date  and  Variety  2 vignettes,  although  it  now  bears  a 
plate  date  of  March  20,  1874.  Also,  on  this  note  there  are  slight  remnants  of 
the  tops  of  the  letters  of  the  "L.E.  Chittenden"  Treasury  signature,  which 
would  have  been  engraved  on  this  plate  with  the  bank's  first  title. 

The  next  1863  Act  bank  to  change  its  title  was  "The  Second  National 
Bank  of  Watkins,  NY,"  Charter  456  (authorized  by  an  Act  or  Resolution 
dated  March  3,  1875).  Again,  I believe  that  this  plate  was  altered  for  the 
same  reasons  as  the  Havana  bank.  The  new  plate  date  here  is  May  15,  1875. 
On  a Series  of  1875  $5  note  for  this  bank,  with  the  second  title,  a remnant  of 
the  dot  of  the  "i"  in  Chittenden  is  still  visible.  Both  this  bank  and  the  Havana 
bank  issued  a small  number  of  second-title  $5  Original  Series  notes  that 
would  bear  the  "Allison-Spinner"  Treasury  signature  combination. 


6.  A Series  of  1875  note  from  Charter  343,  with  the  bank's  second  title. 
This  plate  was  apparently  altered  to  the  second  title,  and  still  bears  the  1 863 
Act  date  and  Variety  2 face  vignettes. 
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7.  An  Original  Series  note  from  Charter  456,  with  the  bank's  first  title  and 
a Series  of  1875  note  with  the  bank's  second  title.  Both  notes  are  from  plate 
position  "B,"  bear  the  1863  Act  date  and  Variety  2 face  vignettes,  and  are 
probably  from  the  same  plate. 
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The  other  Act  of  1863  bank  of  this  group  to  change  title  while  issuing 
Original  Series  notes  was  "The  First  National  Bank  of  Watkins,  NY,"  Charter 
358.  This  bank  moved  about  twenty  miles  north  and  became  "The  First 
National  Bank  of  Penn  Yan,  NY,"  in  1873.  It  issued  only  a very  small 
quantity  of  $5  Original  Series  notes  with  both  titles.  There  are  no  notes 
known  for  this  bank  and  there  are  no  proofs  in  the  Smithsonian,  so  I do  not 
know  into  which  of  the  two  groups  this  bank's  notes  would  fall.  Incidentally, 
Watkins,  NY,  is  now  known  as  Watkins  Glen,  and  Havana,  NY,  is  now 
Montour  Falls.  The  two  towns  are  only  a few  miles  apart  near  the  southern 
end  of  Seneca  Lake,  one  of  New  York's  Fmger  Lakes. 

The  first  of  the  1863  Act  banks  to  change  title,  while  issuing  Series  of 
1875  notes,  was  "The  First  National  Bank  of  Amesbury,  MA,"  Charter  268. 
This  bank  became  "The  First  National  Bank  of  Merrimac,  MA,"  (authorized 
by  an  Act  or  Resolution  of  Congress  dated  December  27,  1876),  because  of  a 
town  name  change.  Here  again,  I believe  the  bank's  plate  was  altered  for  the 
same  reasons  as  above.  The  last  of  these  banks  was  "The  First  National  Bank 
of  West  Meriden,  CT,"  Charter  250,  which  changed  title  to  "The  First 
National  Bank  of  Meriden,  CT,"  (authorized  by  an  Act  dated  March  1,  1881). 
Here  we  have  a new  plate  with  the  1864  Act  date  (in  error)  and  Variety  4 
vignettes. 

DISCUSSION 

Many  other  national  banks  changed  title  during  this  era,  but  they  were 
banks  organized  under  the  1864  Act  and  their  first-title  $5  plates  would  have 
had  the  Variety  4 vignettes  and  the  1864  Act  date.  For  such  banks,  it  is 
usually  very  difficult  or  impossible  to  determine  if  the  plate  with  the  second 
title  was  an  altered  plate  or  a new  plate.  This  is  also  true  for  other 
denomination  plates  for  banks  after  a title  change.  Only  Continental  Bank 
Note  Co.,  which  produced  all  the  early  $5  national  bank  notes,  used  the  1863 
or  1864  Act  dates  in  their  designs.  No  other  denomination  national  bank 
notes  bear  these  Act  dates. 

The  "exceptions"  here  are,  of  course,  the  1864  Act  dates  (in  error)  and  the 
Variety  4 vignettes  on  these  early  charter  number  notes.  While  the  altered 
plates  still  fall  into  place,  a minor  point  would  be  that  the  plate  dates  on  these 
notes  are  much  later  than  usually  found  on  notes  with  face  Variety  2.

REPLACEMENT  PLATES 

Through  normal  usage,  certain  plates  required  replacement  due  to  wear  or 
damage.  During  the  Original  Series,  the  bank  note  companies  in  New  York 
City  prepared  all  plates.  It  seems  that  if  they  prepared  a replacement  plate 
during  this  period,  there  were  no  markings  on  the  new  plate  to  indicate  the 
occurrence.  Also,  the  new  plate  would  bear  the  same  plate  position  letters. 

The  largest  issue  I have  found  for  any  Original  Series  plate  combination 
was  the  91,000  sheets  from  the  5 -5-5 -5  plate  for  Charter  733,  "The  National 
Bank  of  Commerce  in  New  York,  NY."  I do  not  believe  that  this  entire  issue 
could  have  been  produced  from  just  one  plate.  I have  observed  a few  notes 
from  the  fairly  late  issues  that  were  all  from  the  A,  B,  C,  or  D positions,  with 
no  other  distinguishing  markings.  Recently,  a bank  serial  number  1 note  from 
plate  position  "C"  surfaced.  I am  now  hoping  to  find  a late-issue  note  from 
the  same  plate  position  to  see  if  there  are  any  detectable  differences  to  signify 
a different  plate.  The  differences  could  include  the  location  of  the  plate 
position  letters,  or  the  bank  officer  signature  lines. 

THE  UNUSUAL  CHARTER  307  $5  PLATE 

The  only  known  exception  whereby  an  Original  Series  plate  of  any 
denomination  has  been  marked,  is  on  a 5-5-5-5  plate  of  Charter  307,  "The 
Tenth  National  Bank  of  the  City  of  New  York,  NY."  On  this  plate,  there  is  a 
small  numeral  "2"  below  the  plate  position  letter  at  the  lower  right  of  the 
notes.  A Comptroller's  ledger  entry  on  June  14,  1867,  shows  the  cancellation 
and  destruction  of  3,250  sheets  of  $5  notes  from  this  bank.  These  sheets 
were  bank  serials  24751  to  28000,  which  had  been  delivered  to  the 
Comptroller  between  August  18,  1864,  and  August  28,  1864.  The  last  sheets 
delivered  to  the  bank  before  the  cancellation  were  bank  serials  24526  to 
24750  on  February  5,  1866.  The  first  delivery  to  the  Comptroller  for  this 
bank  after  the  cancellation  was  on  April  2,  1870,  which  began  with  bank 
serial  28001.  I assume  that  these  notes  probably  bear  the  small  numeral  "2." 
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1 . Three  Original  Series  notes  from  Charter  733.  The  top  note,  with  bank 
serial  number  1,  is  from  plate  position  "C."  The  center  note,  with  bank  serial 
number  40902,  is  from  plate  position  "D."  The  bottom  note,  with  bank  serial 
number  60121,  is  from  plate  position  "A."  I believe  that  the  bottom  two  notes 
are  likely  from  a different  plate  than  the  top  note.  The  shading  left  of  the 
lower  part  of  the  Indian  Princess's  leg  and  the  bank  officer  signature  lines  are 
similar  on  the  last  two  notes,  but  a little  different  on  the  first  note. 
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2.  A Charter  307  $5  Original  Senes  note  with  bank  serial  number  37108, 
and  a small  "2"  below  the  plate  position  letter  at  the  lower  right.  Also  note, 
the  r and  7 are  missing  on  Cash  and  Pres.  This  is  the  only  known  Original 
Series  plate  with  these  variations. 


Another  unique  feature  of  this  Charter  307  plate  is  the  lack  of  an  V after 
Cash  and  a 7 after  Pres.  This  feature  appears  along  with  the  small  numeral 
"2,"  on  all  three  known  $5  Original  Series  notes  from  this  bank,  including  the 
earliest  (bank  serial  37108),  illustrated  here.  The  other  two  known  notes  are 
bank  serial  44090  plate  position  "B"  and  bank  serial  48881  plate  position 
"A."  This  is  the  only  Original  Series  plate  of  any  denomination  to  bear  these 
features.  The  proof  sheet  in  the  Smithsonian  from  the  plate  converted  to  the 
Series  of  1875,  also  bears  the  small  "2"  at  all  four  plate  positions,  and  lacks 
the  'r  and  7.  Until  a note  printed  before  the  cancellation  surfaces,  we  just 
will  not  know  what  the  earliest  $5  notes  from  this  bank  looked  like. 

While  it  is  possible  that  this  was  a replacement  plate  for  that  bank,  I also 
feel  that  it  could  be  an  altered  plate  because  it  bears  the  1863  Act  date  and 
the  Variety  2 vignettes.  The  unknown  earlier  notes  could  be  somehow 
slightly  different  from  the  known  later  notes.  In  those  times  of  thrift,  there 
was  usually  a strong  motivation  to  avoid  wasting  anything  usable.  It  seems 
likely  that  some  special  reason  or  problem  caused  the  cancellation  of  13,000 
notes.  As  previously  mentioned,  the  Continental  Bank  Note  Co.  made  other 
new  $5  plates  in  this  1870s  era,  for  early-charter-number  1863  Act  banks 
undergoing  a title  change,  where  the  new  plate  would  always  bear  the  Variety 
4 vignettes  and  the  1864  Act  date.

INCREMENTED  PLATE  POSITION  LETTERS 

After  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  took  over  the  job  of  printing 
the  faces  of  national  bank  notes  from  the  private  bank  note  companies  in  mid- 
1875,  they  also  assumed  the  responsibility  for  maintaining  all  existing  plates 
and  for  preparing  new  plates.  Around  1878,  the  Bureau  apparently  adopted  a 
policy  of  incrementing  the  plate  letters  when  they  prepared  a new  second  or 
replacement  plate  of  the  same  series  for  a particular  bank. 

Large-size  $5  national  bank  notes  were  always  printed  m sheets  of  four 
notes.  Initially,  each  $5  plate  prepared  for  a bank  would  bear  plate  position 
letters  A-B-C-D.  Thus,  the  second  $5  plate  with  incremented  plate  letters 
would  show  plate  position  letters  of  E-F-G-H.  This  would  also  be  true  for 
plates  with  four  $10  subjects.  On  plates  with  more  than  one  denomination, 
such  as  a 10-10-10-20  plate,  the  plate  position  letters  for  the  first  plate  would 
be  A-B-C-A.  On  an  incremented  replacement  plate  for  the  same 
combination,  the  new  plate  would  bear  plate  position  letters  D-E-F-B. 
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SERIES  OF  1875  $5  REPLACEMENT  PLATES 
FOR  1863  ACT  BANKS 


When  a second  Series  of  1875  $5  plate  was  made  for  an  early  bank 
whose  original  face  plate  had  Variety  2 vignettes  and  the  1863  Act  date,  the 
replacement  plate  would  bear  the  Variety  4 vignettes  and  the  1863  Act  date  in 
a slightly  larger  typeface.  In  addition,  before  1882,  such  replacement  plates 
seemed  to  bear  the  Treasury  signature  combinations  of  the  individuals  in 
office  when  the  new  plate  was  made.  These  combinations  often  differed  from 
the  Series  of  1875  Treasury  signatures  on  the  earlier  plates. 

I first  discovered  both  these  features  in  March  1987,  when  the  earlier- 
issued  note  of  "The  Second  National  Bank  of  Springfield,  MA,"  Charter  181, 
surfaced  with  the  Treasury  signature  combination  of  "Allison-New."  In 
November  1986, 1 had  seen  the  later  note  from  this  bank  with  the  "Scofield- 
Gilfillan"  signature  combination.  This  note  had  aroused  my  interest  because 
of  its  later  out-of-place  vignette  variety  from  an  early-charter-number  1863 
Act  bank.  I believe  that,  before  this  discovery,  nobody  realized  it  was 
possible  to  get  two  notes  of  the  same  series  and  denomination,  from  the  same 
bank,  with  different  Treasury  signature  combinations.

8.  Series  of  1875  $5  notes  of  Charter  6 and  Charter  48,  both  from 
replacement  plates  and  position  "H."  Both  notes  bear  the  "Scofield-Gilfillan" 
Treasury  signature  combination.  Variety  4 face  vignettes,  and  the  1863  Act 
date  in  the  larger  typeface.  The  earlier  Charter  6,  Series  of  1875  plate  bore 
the  earlier  "Allison-New"  signature  combination.  Coincidentally,  these  two 
notes  were  from  consecutive  1,000-sheet  deliveries  to  the  Comptroller  on 
April  19,  1881.  Notice  the  Treasury  serial  numbers. 
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Needless  to  say,  it  is  very  difficult  to  find  the  two  notes  to  complete  one 
of  these  pairs.  While  there  are  several  such  pairs  among  the  proof  sheets  in 
the  Smithsonian  collection,  I have  observed  notes  from  only  three  banks  of 
this  replacement  plate  variety  with  the  later  vignettes  and  slightly  larger  1 863 
Act  date.  Nevertheless,  others  probably  exist.  Of  course,  there  are  no 
vignette  variety  exceptions  on  the  $5  replacement  plates,  for  the  higher 
charter  number  banks,  whose  earlier  plate  had  similar  Variety  4 vignettes  and 
the  1864  Act  date. 

OTHER  SERIES  OF  1875  REPLACEMENT  PLATES 

Glenni  W.  Scofield  assumed  the  office  of  Register  of  the  Treasury  on 
April  1,  1878,  to  be  followed  in  this  office  by  Blanche  K.  Bruce  on  May  21, 
1881 . "Scofield-Gilfillan"  is  apparently  the  earliest  and  most  common  second 
Treasury  signature  combination  found  on  these  second  or  replacement  plates, 
from  banks  whose  first  Series  of  1875  $5  plate  had  a previous  Treasury 
signature  combination.  I have  not  yet  seen  an  earlier  Treasury  signature 
combination  on  a replacement  plate  with  a second  set  of  Treasury  signatures. 
There  are  however,  some  second  Treasury  signature  replacement  plates  that 
bear  the  "Bruce-Gilfillan"  signature  combination.  It  appears  that  sometime 
during  the  "Bruce-Gilfillan"  concurrent  terms  of  office,  the  authorities 
established  a new  policy,  whereby  replacement  plates  (of  the  same  series  of 
issue  for  a particular  bank)  would  bear  the  same  Treasury  signature 
combination  that  appeared  on  the  earlier  plate.  This  policy  is  most  likely  also 
true  for  Series  of  1875  plates  of  other  denominations.  However,  I have  not 
yet  seen  or  heard  of  a note  from  any  other  denomination  replacement  plate 
with  a second  set  of  Treasury  signatures. 

I have  also  found  one  exception  to  what  seemed  to  be  a policy  of 
replacement  plates  bearing  the  same  plate  date  that  was  on  the  original  plate 
of  the  same  series  for  each  bank.  This  is  found  on  the  second  or  replacement 
Series  of  1875  $5  plate  for  Charter  1319,  "The  Commercial  National  Bank  of 
Providence,  RI,"  that  bears  a plate  date  of  January  5,  1881.  The  earlier  plate, 
which  was  probably  converted  from  the  Original  Series  issue,  bears  a plate 
date  of  August  1,  1865.  Notice,  the  second  plate  here  also  bears  the  second 
Treasury  signature  combination  of  "Scofield-Gilfillan."

NEW  VARIETY  OF  TEEHEE? 

For  a few  years  now  I've  been  collecting  paper 
money,  and  I have  what  I think  could  be  an 
interesting  discovery  concerning  the  Friedberg  322. 
Manning  $20  Silver  Certificate. 

After  examining  approximately  20  % of  the 
population,  I've  discovered  a difference  in  size 
with  the  Teehee  signature.  One  is  much  larger  than 
the  other  and  appears  to  be  written  differently, 
also.  A large  size  and  a small  size,  or  Type  I and 
Type  II,  respectively?  I was  absolutely  astounded 
and  bewildered  as  to  how  this  could  happen. 

Do  you  have  any  comments  on  this  occurrence?  So 
far,  I've  seen  five  small-size  and  three  large-size 
Teehee  signatures.

Editor's  Note:  Mr.  Cross  included  xerox's  that 
illustrate  the  point,  but  they  were  a bit  dark  for 
our  printer.  I have  observed  variances  (now  that 
Doug  Walcutt  has  me  looking  at  such  things)  in  the 
size  and  manner  of  the  signatures  on  Fractional 
Currency,  particularly  in  the  4th  issue  where  there 
are  4 basic  varieties  of  10  cent,  15  cent  and  25 
cent  denominations.  The  signatures  vary  in  style 
from  denomination  to  denomination.  . . .and  in  size  as 
well.  I assume  that  the  BEP  folks  got  a different 
signature  each  time  they  began  engraving  a new 
plate  design. 

This  is  the  same  Friedberg  #,  however,  was  it 
such  a long  run  that  more  new  plates  were  needed? 

Other  strange  things  I have  noticed  are  that  the 
Type  one  small-size  Nationals  are  a slightly 
different  size  than  the  type  two's  both  in  length 
and  width. . . .check  it  out. 

What  do  our  readers  have  to  add  to  the 
observations  of  Mr.  Cross? 
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
